The Ohio Legislature Eighty Years Agt. 
Michael Baldwin, tho irrepressible and 
incorrigible, was no more dignified, ab­ 
stemious or moral in his J ambition os 
Speaker of the first Ohio House of Rep­ 
resentatives than lie has I n on in former 
years or lesser stations. 
Ile presided 
over the Chamber in 18013, 1804 and 1805. 
It is a matter of tradition that for his 
own pecuniary benefit, and for the enter­ 
tainment among those of the legislators 
who had a penchant for gaming, he es­ 
tablished in his rooms the game of “vingt- 
et-un,” himself acting as banker and 
dealer, and as a matter of course winning 
more frequently than any of the other 
players. 
On one occasion, after much 
drinking and a late setting at tho.gam­ 
bling-table, Baldwin found himself in 
possession not only of all the money of 
his companions, but of many of their 
watches. 
Iu the morning the House of 
Representatives was found to be without 
a quorum; but Baldwin, accustomed 
to heavy drinking aud late hours, was in 
his place back of the Speaker’s desk. 
Rapping savagely with his gavel, he de­ 
manded the roll-call of the House, and 
thou sent the Sergeant-at-Arne out with 
orders to bring in tho delinquent mem­ 
bers. After an hour or so that function­ 
ary returned, followed by al>out a dozen 
members of the Ohio Legislature, whoso 
blood-shot eyes, suffused faces, unsteady, 
shambling steps, and general air of 
shamefacedness indicated the late hours 
they had kept, and their heavy indul­ 
gences. 
With much austerity of man­ 
ner, Baldwin reprimanded the tardy 
mcmliers, reminded them of the cost 
to which the infant Stat** was subjected 
by paying of their per (Hems, ami was 
proceeding to further elalnirate his cen­ 
sure on their late arrival and tho conse­ 
quent delay of legislation, when one of 
tile delinquents, exasperated lieyoud 
control, cried out, “ Hold on there, Mr. 
Si R aker, hold on ! 
How could we tell 
what time it was, when the Speaker of 
the House had all tho watches ?”—A l­ 
fred Mathews, in Harper's Magazine. 


How to Write. 
The noted novelist, Miss Mulock, has 
a few pleasant words to say concerning 
her mode of novel writing, which may 
be useful to young writers. All stories 
that are meant to live must contain tho 
germ or life, tho egg, the vital principle. 
Therefore, the first thing is to fix on a 
central idea, like the spine of a human 
being, or the trunk of a tree. 
From it, 
this one principal idea, proceed all after­ 
growths; the kind of plot which shall 
best develop it, the characters which 
must act it out, the incidents which will 
express these characters, even to the 
conversations which evolve and describe 
these incidents—all are consequences 
following each other in natural order. 
Every part should be made subservient 
to the whole. You must have a fore­ 
ground and a back-ground, and a mid­ 
dle distance. 
If you persist iii working 
up one character, or finishing minutely 
one incident or series of incidents, your 
wosjKvtive will be destroyed and your 
novel I Raceme a mere collection of frag­ 
m ents, not a work of art at alk Tho 
rue artist will always bo ready to sacri­ 
fice aux' pet detail to the i>erfection of 
the whole. A novel does not grow nat­ 
urally', but represents a great deal of 
hard work. W hen I was young, an older 
and more exj>eriencod novelist once said 
to me: 
“ Never uso two adjective* 
where one will do ; never use an adjec­ 
tive at all when a noun will do. Avoid 
italics, 
notes of explanation, foreign 
words aud quotations. 
Put full stop* 
instead of colons; make your sentences 
as clear and short as you possibly can, 
and win never you think you have writ­ 
ten a particularly fine sentence, cut it 
out.” We novelists can not help but 
smile when asked if “ such and such a 
character is taken from life,” and es­ 
pecially when ingenious critics persist in 
identifying—usually false—certain per­ 
sons, places or incidents. 
For me, I 
can only say that during all the years I 
have studied humanity I never met one 
human boing who could have !*oen “put 
lute* a book,” as a whole, without injur­ 
ing it. 
The only safe field for a writer 
is fiction.

None of the public institutions of tho 
capital has the fascination of the Bureau 
of Printing an I Engraving. 
It is here 
where greenbacks -the prettiest and tho 
finest money iii the world—are made. 
When you enter the Bureau you are 
politely bowed to *i sitting room, where 
you register your name and occupation, 
it you h avo any. 
I ti a few minutes a 
guide comes and tabs: 
“ This way, 
please.” Every morning a heavy box of 
a vehicle, laking like a huge iron safe 
on wheels, trundles from the Treasury 
over to the Bureau, bringing the paper 
destined to return as money. 
Every one 
of these nm iud sheets is counted at tho 
Treasury and charged to the Bureau. 
Every one must bo returned in perfect 
money or even ii spoiled by some un­ 
lucky accident. 
The careful account 
thus begun continues through tile many 
handlings of that precious paper, guard­ 
ing every avenue of fraud, making every 
human being who touches it honest as 
the conductor’s bell-punch is honest, be­ 
cause it is iuqKJSsible to be otherwise. 
In a room on the first floor aro tho 
engravers, about a score of them bend­ 
ing nuder mallow, milk-white shades, 
patiently putting features, expression, 
grace and language into tho resisting 
steel. On the walls hang some rare 
specimens of their cunning. A finished 
money plate is a work of art, aud would 
cost about $1,500. 
Tho government 
pays skilled engravers so well that 
counterfeiting loses much of its charm. 
The groat vaults in this room hold tho 
plates, and there they rest every night. 
The locks are set so that they cannot bo 
opened until seven o’clock every morn­ 
ing, and then only by tile presence and 
aid of three officials, each with a different 
key. 
Up stairs we see the plates in uso on a 
hundred engraver’s presses. Tho men 
rim the presses while the girls lay tho 
paper in place and take it away with tho 
clear impression on it as it smokes from 
the heat necessary in tile process. Tho 
pressmen an* paid by’ the piece, and 
some of them acquire a wonderful 
dexterity. 
They are required to pay the 
girl $1.25 a day out of their wages, but I 
saw one who had $5.50 left for himself 
on an average day’s work. 
Every turn 
of the lever on the press registers and at 
the day’s closo each pressman has to ac­ 
count for every’ sheet he has handled. 
The money is printed from bills on 
tlio sheet. 
After U*iug numbered and 
receiving the s<* I it goes to another 
room, where it is counted again and 
placed in a drying machine, very much 
like a patent peach dryer. 
When 
thoroughly dry the sheets four bills 
each are put under si pressure of six or 
eight tons, and this gives a new bill its 
independent st illness, so that it wants 
to get right out of your p *cket. Tho 
bills are then severed anti done up in 
packages of one thousand each. These 
are carried to a room where the Ana 
count takes place. 
All tin* b est counters are women. 
Most of them arc p iid by the number 
and som e of them have fingers of wonder 
ful liuiWrness. 
Due woman is pointe* 
out to everybody. 
She has a nationa 
reputation. 
Sin* can count a thousand 
bills in six minutes, tho fastest timo on 
record, and in all tho millions she has 
counted, has never made a single mistake! 
When tin* money is finally counted it 
goos to the vaults and thence to tho 
treasury.

••As for slaves, that is nonsense. Ev­ 
ery man iii our employ has a contract 
•by which I must abide as well as he. 
get nine hours’ work daily except on 
Sunday, and they get their wages and 
rations, further than this, I have noth­ 
ing to do with them, any more than I 
.have to do with the Europeans—except 
to perform such kindly services as ne­ 
cessity dictates. 
44 Take to-dav, for instance, as an or­ 
dinary example. 
I have exactly 23G 
men with me in this camp—Zanzibaris, 
natives and Europeans. There is not 
one man in disgrace—not one who has 
been scolded; not one voice has been 
raised in anger. All are at work, ex­ 
cept five colored men who are on the 
sick list with slight illnesses. During 
the last month I can not remember that 
there has been eau*5 for my uttering 
one angry word. This report of one 
day—only a specimen of every-day life 
among so many men—so far removed 
from law, police, soldiers, and govern­ 
ment functionaries, may be taken as 
showing, in the opinion of those most 
concerned in it, that matters could not 
be improved. 
As for the natives them­ 
selves, it would do your heart good to 
see the crowds that gaze at us while we 
are at work—the perfect confidence they 
have in us. 
In the midst of the best- 
governed European capital, nowhere 
could you see so many children in the 
same limited area as have been seen in 
my camp to-day. Not one grown per­ 
son had a gun, spear, knife, or weapon 
of any kind within the camp. 
At the 
present time I have no cause of discon­ 
tent with any living person. From the 
sea to this present camp our life has 
been peaceful and pleasant , so far as the 
natives are concerned. They have done 
mach for me and I have done much for 
them. 
The first year we had some 
troubles with the whites, but they were 
not of my choosing. 
They were stran­ 
gers to Africa, and most of them had 
never been out of their own country. 
Consequently, one slight fever damaged 
their .African enthusiasm so much that 
they begged me to send them home. 
Well, I sent fourteen home, at a cost of 
about $2,100. 
Put down the same sam 
for their expenses out, and you have the 
nice little sum of $1,200. 
Two of these 
men stepped from tile steamer on shore, 
and then stepped back again and went 
home. 
“ After I had advanced into the inte­ 
rior, some of the whites thought I would 
continue the same good service, and 
send them ii* one as fast as they drank 
too much water, or smoked a little too 
much, and felt a trifle sickish, but I was 
getting tired of spending good money to 
show a lot of useless 


ducting a courtship and the 
ceremony. 
When a young Choctaw of Kemper or 
Neshoba County sees a maiden who 
pleases his fancy, he watcheadus oppor­ 
tunity until he finds her alone, 
lie 
then-approaches within a few yards of 
lier ana gently casts a pebble toward 
that it may fall at her feet. Ile 
anay have to do tilts tweor three times 
before he*attrsets the maiden’s atten­ 
tion. If this pebble throwing is agree­ 
able, she soon makes it manifest; if 
otherwise, a scornful look and a decided 
44ekwah” indicate that his suit is in 
vale. Sometimes instead of throwing 
pebbles the suitor enters the woman’s 
cabin and lays his hat or hankerchief on 
ber bed. This action is interpreted as a 
desire on his part that she should be the 
sharer of his couch. 
lf the man’s suit is acceptable tho 
woman permits the hat to remain; bat 
if slie is unwilling to become his bdde, 
it is removed instantly. 
The rejected 
suitor, in either method employed, 
knows that it is useless to press his suit, 
and beats as graceful a retreat as pos­ 
sible. 
When a marriage is agreed upon, the 
lovers appoint a timo and place for 
the ceremony. On the marrlagoday the 
friends and relatives of the prospective 
couple meet at their respective houses or 
and thence march toward each 
other. When they arrive near the mar­ 
riage ground—generally an intecmedi- 
ate spaco between the two villages— 
they halt within about a hundred yards 
of each other. 
The brothers of the 
woman then go across to the opposite 
party and bring forward the man and 
seat him on a blanket spread upon the 
marriage ground. 
The man’s sisters 
then do likewise by going over and 
forward the woman and seat­ 
ing herhy the side of the man. 
Some­ 
times, to furnish a little merrhnent for 
the occasion, the woman is expected to 
break loose and m n. 
Of course she is 
punned, captured, and brought back. 
All parties now assemble around the ex­ 
pectant couple. 
A bag of bread is 
brought forward by the woman’s rela­ 
tives and deposited near her. 
In like 
manner the man’s relatives bring for­ 
ward a bag of meat and deposit it near 
him. These bags of provisions are lin­ 
gering symbols of tho primitive days 
hen the man was the hunter to pro­ 
vide the household with game, and tho 
woman was to raise corn for the bread 
and hominy. 
The man’s friends and 
relatives now begin to throw presents 
upon the head and shoulders of tho 
woman. 
These presents arc of any 
kind that the donors choose to give, as 
articles of clothing, money, trinkets, 
ribbons, etc. 
As soon as thrown they 
are quickly snatched off by tho woman’s 
relatives and distributed among them­ 
selves. 
Daring all this time the couple 
sit very quietly and demurely, not a 
word spoken by either. 
When all the 
presents have been thrown and dis 
tributed, the couple, now man and wife, 
arise, the provisions from the bags arc 
spread, and, just as in civilized life* tho 
ceremony is rounded off with a festival. 
The festival over, the company dis­ 
perse, and the gallant groom conducts 
his bride to his home, where they enter 
upon the toils and responsibilities of the 
future.—American Nat ural int.

says, ought not 
to plan for himself a political career in 
the sense of making it the object of his 
life to hold office in the Government em­ 
ploy. The true and safe theory of a 
republican government is that no one 
has the right to be elected or appointed 
to office, but that the whole body of the 
community have the right to select and 
choose those citizens whom they think 
to be the best or the best attainable. 
Every man, young or old, ought to bo 
always a politician in the best sense; 
mat 
Is,'— 
'"r taught 
in 
the 
science of government, and familiar 
with 
that 
branch 
of 
ethics 
which relates to the practical creation 
and execution of laws to the greatest ad­ 
vantage of tho whole mass of the people, 
with a due regard always to the rights 
of minorities and individuals. 
The 
same studies which would make a young 
man best fitted to discharge his duties as 
a private citizen would, in general, be 
most useful for him if he were called 
to help in administering the Govern­ 
ment. 
Besides the simply scholarly at­ 
tainments almost indispensable to carry­ 
ing on any business, an accurate knowl­ 
edge of the history and Constitution of 
his own State anti of the United States, 
of the laws of civilized countries on the 
subjects of education, crime, punish­ 
ment, taxation, marriage and divorce, 
pauperism and other general subjects of 
social science, with the broad principles 
and application of what is called public 
law, would cover most of the subjects 
with which he would deal as a legislator 
or an administrative officer. 
The so­ 
called schools of political philosophy, 
says Senator Edmunds, would bo more 
likely to mislead than to teach truly. In 
regard to the possibilities of success in 
political life without manipulating cau­ 
cuses and conventions, and making po­ 
litical bargains, tho Senator says that in 
States or cities whore tho controlling 
votes are to bought either by money, 
places or legislative jobs, it is not easy 
to come to an office without the use of 
these methods, but in most of our States 
and communities, he thinks, real suc­ 
cess in political life does not require 
either manipulation or bargaining. 
In 
corrupt places honest citizens can in 
time cure the evil of bad elections by 
voting solidly against candidates sup- 
osed to be bad men. 
44 There is, per- 
, no one thing so valuable to the 
ngnt progress of civilized society,” he 
concludes, 44 as the courage of sincere 
individual opinion; and as it regards 
E 
ubiic affairs, the man who tries honest- 
j to form an accurate conclusion, and 
bravely to maintain ana advance it, 
without counting the number of his ad­ 
versaries, will fulfill the best mission of 
a ciiizen, and will be, whether in public 
or private station, the true politician, 
often the real statesman, the best teach­ 
er and the noblest leader.”—Springfield 
(Mass.)

The price of meat, beef particularly, 
has been steadily advancing for some 
time past, until the condition of the 
market has actually become alarming. 
lf it continues in its upward tendency 
the average consumer will have to re­ 
vise his bill of fare, and for beef insert 
liver and bacon, and be satisfied with an 
occasional sniff of porterhouse as he 
passes the butcher shop. Only the bank 
or railroad president, or the man who 
has manipulated the latest successful 
corner on the Board of Trade, will be 
able to afford himself the luxury of a 
daily indulgence iii choice cuts and 
steaks. 
Of course there must be a 
reason for all this, which a Journal re­ 
porter endeavored to ascertain by in­ 
quiries among the wholesale butchers. 
Briefly, tho cause of the advanced 
prices is this: The price of corn has 
advanced to such high rates that it is 
more nrofitable for the farmers to keep 
it for uireet sale in the market than to 
feed it to cattle, and the result is that 
cattle-raising has decreased. The pop­ 
ulation has continued in its rapid in­ 
crease, creating a larger demand for 
beef, while the supply aas been short­ 
ened. 
Mr. Armour, of the firm of Miller, Ar­ 
mour & Osgood, in reply to the report­ 
er’s inquiries, said “ the reason is simply 
because the demand is more than the 
supply. Stock is selling at high figures, 
and dressed meats stand in proportion. 
Butchers are paying from $10 to $12 
per IOO pounds for straight carcasses of 
dressed beef. 
On the coarse meat of 
this kind of beef there is an allowance of 
two-thirds for loss, which is equivalent 
to a loss of five cents per pound all 
around—or four cents to a dead certain­ 
ty. Tile loss has to be made up on the 
remaining third, making eighteen cents 
per pound in retail shops, which, after 
making all allowances for dressings, 
trimmings, etc., can not sell at less than 
two shillings and leave a margin for a 
reasonable profit.” 
44 Where does the increased demand 
come from?” 
44 It comes from increased population, 
export trade and the diminished supply 
in the cattle-raising State of Illinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa 
and Indiana. The farmers have been 
getting high prices for their corn, and 
find that it is more profitable to send it 
to the market than to feed it to cattle. 
Consequently not only is the quantity of 
of stock dimished but also the quality, 
increasing still further the prices for the 
high grades of beef.”

Talley of the Jordan. 
The population of Palestine is about 
as easy to describe as the inhabitants of 
the country bordering the Jordan. 
The 
bulk of the inhabitants are a mixed race, 
ssys Dr. It. D. Hitch seek, descendants 
of the ancient Syrians and their Arab 
conquerors. The Jewish ]Herniation of 
Palestine is not great, and they dwell 
chiefly in the four sacred cities of Jeru­ 
salem, Safed, Tiberias and Hebron.** To 
say anything intelligently of the Valley 
of tho Jordon, we advise tho knowledge- 
seeker to take a map of Palestine and 
follow it while a few points are given. 
Lake Hutch (called also the Waters of 
Merom) is the largest northern body of 
water which contributes to the Jordan. 
This lake is triangular iii shape, alxiut 
six miles long and three and a half wide. 
On the north of tho lake whence spring 
several affluents of the Jordan, is an im­ 
pend trable jungle, the wallowing place 
of buffaloes. 
There is a marsh border­ 
ing the lake, which is about ten miles 
long, and which is covered with reeds 
and brushes, but on the west there is a 
fine fertile plain. From Lake Huleh to 
the Sea of Galilee (the Lake of Geunps- 
aret) the river passes sluggishly ovw its 
bed for a short distance, then over a 
rocky lied, where it deposits its mild] 
and then runs on through a narrow vol­ 
canic valley, and then, thirteen miles or 
so below, it enters Genncsaret. Tills 
iake is surrounded by an almost contin- 
ous wall of hills, broken or receding oc­ 
casionally, as at Tiberias, the plain of 
Genncsaret and at the Jordan. The hills 
are of limestone, basalt, and volcanic 
rocks ; hot springs alaund, and earth­ 
quakes are frequent. This lake is pear- 
shaped, some sixteen miles lou£ and four 
to seven miles wide. Tho river issues 
from the southern extremity of this lake, 
and enters a broad valley, or depressed 
S 
Jain or tract lietween the mountains, 
luring the spring floods this “ lower 
plain ° is inundated; then it plunges 
over some twenty-seven formidable rap­ 
ids, and then on to tho Dead Sea. 
The 
whole distance, from the source of 
the river to its mouth, is not more 
than Phi miles in a straight line, 
and its whole descent is about 3,000 to 
the Dead Sea. The cities which in Bible 
times stood on the lakes and in tho Val­ 
ley of the Jordan, are generally ruins, 
aud only groups of squallid hovels now 
occupy their sites. 
The inhabitants of 
these places are for the most part a very 
degraded class, and can scarcely bo said 
to have any fixed occupation. 
In the 
Jordan Valley, the heat of the summer 
is always great, and sometimes exceed­ 
ingly oppressive. There are two seasons, 
summer and winter, tho former from 
April to November, rainless, or near!

Extensive preparations were made 
for the beautiful and yet Holmen ceremo­ 
ny of decking the graves of the dead sol­ 
diers with floral offerings. Tho day 
opened rather inauspiciously, and the 
lowering clouds rn the forenoon seemed 
to forebode a rain which would material 
Iv interfere with the elaborate programme 
prepared by the painstaking labor of the 
various committees, but iii the afternoon 
the threatening clouds broke away and 
the weather became all that could be de 
sired. At an early bour iii the forenoon 
many came from the country to witness 
the services, and at the time the proces 
sion was formed the streets were thronged 
with people, and business houses were 
generally closed. 
It was a time which 
united all hearts and enlisted them in 
one common sympathy, aud therefore 
men and. women of all religious creeds 
and political opinions came together to 
do honor to soldiers dead.

The procession moved north on Maiu 
street to Milwaukee, west on Milwaukee 
lo Jackson, north on Jackson to Oak 
hill cemetery, by the new route. 
On arriving at the cemetery, the follow­ 
ing order of exercises was announced by 
Dr. Henry Palm er,officer of the day: 
Music by the Janesville Catholic Cor­ 
net Band. 
Prayer by the Kev.’Ohn A. Curtis. 
Singing of “America,’' by the Orpheus 
I Club. 
Dr. J . B. W hiting, orator of the day, 
then delivered the following address 
which was listened to with marked atten­ 
tion, and drew forth applause from the 
great concourse of people who heard it: 


DR. WRITING'S ADDRESS. 
Me. President, 
Pm/trads, 
(' ttizcdi.— 
Could the sentim ents that will lie voiced 
to-day iii the thousand cemeteries of our 
laud, 
’ Awake the dull cold < ar of death.” 
the sleeepiug Heroes that nave so long 
been at rest, could their tongues bud 
voice again, would doubtless speak their 
grateful thanks for kindly and continued 
remembrances of them aud their deeds. 
For, next to the consciousness of having 
performed a duty well is the satisfaction 
of knowing that it is appreciated by those 
for whom the duty has been performed. 
That the people of America do appreciate 
the patriotism and valor of the men who 
fought successfully the great rebellion of 
the 
world’s 
history, 
has 
been 
so 
ofteu declared by tongue aud pen and 
soug, that language, except in the hands 
of the most skillful, can add nothing to 
the praises or the peaus that have already 
been caid and sung. The single utter­ 
ance of President Lincoln over the dead 
at Gettysburg would aloue have immor­ 
talized the soldier’s memory, and left a 
halo of glory over his grave that will con­ 
tinue long as the nation shall live. 
But 
all the utterances, grand and beautiful, 
and 
grateful 
as 
they 
are 
to 
the friends of th® dead soldier, cannot 
lift the shadow that has huug aud m ust 
continue to haug over the almost count­ 
less homes out of which the citizen sold­ 
ier went and to which he never returned 
We cannot restore a single husband to a 
bereaved wife; a single father to his or­ 
phan children, or a single son to a child­ 
less mother. From homes like these the 
war-cloud can never be lifted till the 
light of the Eternal City shines in upou 
them. 
If the dead soldier, after his long 
sleep could wake again, aud if he should 
•ask us what good had been accomplished 
by the sacrifice of his life, that might uot 
have been accomplished by a wise, phil­ 
anthropic, chnstiau statesmanship, w hat 
answer would you make him ? Such a 
question, had it been suggested at the 


iou 
concerning 
the 
war? 
Could 
Virginia 
have 
foreknown 
the terrible destruction that war would 
bring to her, do you believe lier Legisla­ 
ture would dared to have voted her into 
the vertex of treason aud rebellion ? The 
truth is that neither the North nor the 
South had any just conception of the 
war iuto which they were entering. The 
South did not believe the North would 
go to war, because war was expensive; 
and the North was an industrious, frugal 
people, earning their money by their in­ 
dustry, and hence would be unwilling to 
spend their money in war. 
The North 
did not believe tho South w’oukl go to 
war to establish a separate government, 
because they could see no sufficient mo­ 
tive for their trying to destroy a govern­ 
ment under which we had lived and 
p re sid e d for more than three-quarters 
of a century, and in which they had not 
only fully participated, but over which 
they had much of Hie time dominated; 
and that if she should be rasli enough to 
take up arms, the North, conscious of 
her own strength, thought she could 
chastise lier into submission in a few 
short weeks. 
Mr. Seward, one of the 
wisest 
of 
our 
statesmen, 
only 
asked ninety days in which to crush tho 
rebellion. 
Subsequent events showed 
how fearfully we had m ista k e n 
each 
other, and how little we knew about war. 
It is related of Lieutenant General Scott, 
wdio at that time was the highest officer 
iii the army, that he could not talk about 
tho threatened war, even with the Presi­ 
dent and his cabinet, without} weeping, 
and some fierce statesman became dis­ 
gusted with the old hero and pressed 
Mr. Lincoln to supercede him, because 
we did not want a luau to command an 
army who could not talk about war witli- 
outjerying. After a few battles it was not so 
difficult to see why the hero of so many 
battles should weep at the prospect of 
war. “The nation has grown plethoric 
frow long peace, and a little blood-let­ 
ting will do it good,” shouted a grinning 
politician whose name ought to be hissed 
aud jeered as long as honest men live to 
speak it “Let the war be sharp, short aud 
decisive,” was the epegramatic statement 
of a distinguished journalist. Surely the 
war was sharp enough,and decisive en ­ 
ough but it could not be made short, as 
these surviving comrades can testify. 
When the first regiment of Massachu­ 
setts volunteers were on their way to the 
National Capital, they were assaulted by 
a mob in tho streets of Baltimore, and 
three of their num ber were killed, Mass­ 
achusetts, from her sandy shore to her 
farthest rocky hillside, mourned the loss 
of lier citizens, and lier Governor tele­ 
graphed the Mayor or Baltimore to have 
the bodies of the dead soldiers “tenderly 
packed in ice,” aud sent back to Massa­ 
chusetts. That was the first Boody bap­ 
tism of tho war. 
Massachusetts bowed 
lier head in sorrow while the bodies of 
these men were tenderly consigned to 
the tomb. 
These, if not the first, were 
among the first victims of the war, and 
they were lovingly laid to rest. But when 
Hie*real war came, when the earth shook 
beneath Hie tread of 
vast arm let; 
when the 
“ * * * ht.o k ami rift!-.* 
the battle,* 


archangel shall awake these heroes to re­ 
ceive their reward. 
After music by the Edgerton band, 
Mrs J. S. Day recited “The Soldier’s 
Letter,” which was loudly applauded. 
The Orpheus club sang “Tenting on 
the Old Camp Ground,” when the decor­ 
ation of the cenotaph was performed by 
the VY. II. Sargent Post, G. A. K. 
The reading of Longfellow’s Decora­ 
tion poem by Mrs. Day followed, when 
the decoration of the soldier’s grave took 
place the work being divided into five 
divisions as follows:

open grave of a soldier whoso body had 
been mangled beyond recoguitou by the 
murderous munitions of war, would have 
been greeted by a storm of indignation 
that would have covered its propounder 
with confusion, and driven him from 
society, stam ped with the accursed stamp 
of treason aud disloyalty. But now, after 
all these years have passed, we may speak 
of “grim-visaged war ’ with a freedom 
that would have been neither wise or po­ 
litic at an earlier day. 
I do not propose 
to answer the question I have suggested. 
I leave that to you who think it an easy 
task, and who even now are ready to 
make answer. But I am not one of those 
who believe that all advancement in civ­ 
ilization and christianity comes, or ought 
to come, by the bayonet and tho sword. 
War, at best, is horrible beyond the pow­ 
er of |K*u or tongue to depict. 
I know it is the custom to speak of tho 
glories of war, aud not of its horrors. But 
I believe those who think war is glorious, 
and who speak aud write of it in eloquent 
phrase, are not, in tile main, tho men 
who fought the battles. Only those who 
have been a part of a fighting army, can 
appreciate fully the horrors of war. Had 
the people of the United States known 
what war meant in all its frightful details, 
and had the politicians who persistently 
turned away from all councils that looked 
toward conciliation, known that they 
would be obliged to take tho field with 
musket and knapsack, do you not think 
that some means would have been found 
whereby the war would Lave been avoid­ 
ed? Had Wisconsin kuown in 1860 that 
a hundred thousand of her sons would be 
called to the field aud that one-third cf 
them would never return, do you not 
think, without im puguingher patriotism, 
that it would have modified her opiu-

causing a wail of

the nation uever heard: then we could 
no longer pack tho bodies of our dead 
boys in ice and send them homo for ten­ 
der burial. 
We conli! only leave them

When our first regiments moved out of 
tho home camp and started for the field, 
we felt as Massachusetts did, that if any 
of our boys should fall while iii tho line 
of their duty their dead bodies should 
be brought homo and laid to rest by lov­ 
ing hands where the turf would grow 
greenest and .tho Rowers bloom 
tho 
sweetest. 
I well remember tho first 
dead soldier whoso body was buried here 
in Oak Hill. It was a beautiful Sabbath 
in Autumn, and the people of Book 
county came to do honor to the memory 
of the fallen hero. Then we thought all 
our dead boys should be brought back to 
their friends for burial. 
But alas! the 
deadly 
weapons 
of 
war­ 
fare 
made 
the 
destruction 
of human life too groat t“ adm it of such 
care. Even the wounded must be left on 
the field till the tide of fierce battle per­ 
mitted them to be cared f<»r. The com­ 
mon dictates of humanity that would 
prompt a soldier to stop and adm inister 
to a fallen comrado must bo suppressed, 
for while the order is “column forward,” 
thole must be no halting. Many of you 
will readily recall the young athlete who 
went out from this county bearing a com­ 
mission iu the regular army, and who, 
in las first battle, listened to tho appeal 
of a fallen comrade not to leave him, and 
when 
only 
a 
brief 
moment 
had 
passed 
lie 
sought 
to 
rejoin his regiment, the fierce tide of bat­ 
tle had swept on, and his regiment could 
not be reached till after ttie battle, and 
then he was put under arrest, tried for 
misbehavior in the face of the enemy and 
dismissed 
the service. No one who 
knew this young officer ever believed for 
a moment that lie had one drop of cow­ 
ard’s blood in his veins, but he fell a vic­ 
tim to the impulses of his kind heart. 
Sm arting under what lie believed to bs 
au outrageous imputation upon him he 
appealed to his father, a prom inent citi­ 
zen of the Shite, to have the findings set 
aside. 
But the old Homan said “no! 
While I know you did not intend to mis­ 
behave before the enemy, and while I 
honor 
you 
for 
the 
humanity 
you 
exhibited 
in 
listening 
to the appeal of a fallen conirad, you 
cannot be re-instated. Go aud enlist as a 
common soldier aud show that you have 
the courage and the ability to earn a 
commission.” 
Following the advice of 
his father, he did enlist, aud fought with 
a bravery akiu to desperation till his 
merit as a soldier was recognized aud his 
commission restored to him. 
I have 
mentioned this case to illustrate that war 
suppresses aud blunts the finer sensibil­ 
ities of the heart. 
It familiarizes men with scenes and oc­ 
currences the tendency of which m ust bo 
demoralizing if not de-humauizing. Tho 
continued destruction of human life must 
tend to make men regard a single life as 
of little value. Desolation follows in its 
track always and everywhere. The sacri­ 
fice of human life is too appalling to be 
contemplated, while the loss in treasure 
is so great that the figures, made to ex­ 
press it, bewilder 
us. This 
horrid 
I Maloch demands too much and returns 
too little. I 
believe with Alexander 
I Stephens, who 
went hist iuto tho 
rebellion and came first out of it, that “if 
j war can be avoided, it ought to be.” 
I 
j believe that the moral sense of all enligh- 


i toned people, ought to bo so quickened 


I and educated that those upon whom tho 
war-making power is eonfered will not 
dare exercise such power till all means, 
knowu to honorable diplomacy, are ex­ 
hausted. And I believe that every thing, 
save national honor, may be imperiled 
before the citizen is called upon to sacri­ 
fice his life. 
It is said that some centuries before 
the Christian era, a 
frightful civism 
opened across tho Homan forum, which 
could uot be closed except by some great 
sacrifice. Iuto this chasm Marcus C ar­ 
pus volunteered to plunge, and 
the 
chasm was closed forever. In 1861 a 
great chasm was opened across our coun­ 
try, which could not be closed till half a 
million of modern C arouses had plunged 
into the yawning abyss. May this chasm
